REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

1 . ) Claim Amendments 

The Applicant has cancelled claims 25, 26, 31, 32 and 37-48 and amended 
claims 27-30 and 33-36. Accordingly, claims 27-30 and 33-36 remain pending in the 
application. 

2. ) Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §112 

The Examiner rejected claims 27-30 and 33-36 as being indefinite on the basis 
that the step of (and means for) calculating a refined filter coefficient estimate lacks 
antecedent basis. The Applicant has amended those claims to clarify that, rather than 
being a further step (or means for) claim element, the additional claim limitations 
comprise the step of (and. means for) performing the step of determining look : up table 
filter coefficients. The Examiner's consideration of the amended claims is respectfully 
requested. 

3. ) Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner indicated that claims 27-30 and 33-36 would be allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the rejections under §112 and to include the limitations of their 
respective base claim and any intervening claims. The Applicant thanks the Examiner 
for the indication of allowable subject matter. 

As noted supra, the Applicant has amended claims 27-30 and 33-36 to overcome 
the rejection under §112. The Applicant has further amended claims 27-30 to include 
the limitations of independent claim 25 and intervening claim 26. Accordingly, claims 27- 
30 are now allowable. Similarly, the Applicant has amended claims 33-36 to include the 
limitations of independent claim 31 and intervening claim 32. Accordingly, claims 33-36 
are also now allowable. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the Applicant believes all of 
the claims currently pending in the Application to be in a condition for allowance. The 
Applicant, therefore, respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw all rejections and 
issue a Notice of Allowance for claims 27-30 and 33-36.
